The 
Cape 
Cod 
town 
of 
Sandwich, Massachusetts, has 
the distinction of being the 
home of one of America’s 
f i n e s t 
early 
glassworks. 
Known 
for 
its 
beautiful 
pressed glass and wide range 
of 
nov elty 
art 
glass, 
the 
Boston 
& 
Sandwich 
Glass 
Company 
p r o d u c e d 
its 
famous glassware between the 
y ears, 18 25 and 18 8 8 . before 
it tragically succumbed to a 
series of strikes. During the 
course of its ex istence, the 
firm 
e m p l o y e d 
some 
noteworthy 
glassworkers 
— 
one of whom was Nicholas 
Lutz, creator of a fine ty pe 
of art glass known by his 
name. 
A nativ e of France. Lutz 
came to America to ply his 
trade as a glassblower. He 
worked 
at 
the 
Sandwich 
factory 
from 
18 70 
until 
it 
closed, then with two other 
Massachusetts firms, the Mt. 
Washington Company of New 
Bedford, and later the Union 
Glass Works at Somerv ille. 
Lutz Glass is known for its 
striped, 
cane, 
or 
threaded 


appearance. 
C o l o r s 
were 
v aried and numerous — reds, 
pinks, or greens, with co n ­ 
trasting white stripes, seem 
to be fav orites an d tu rn u p 
often. Paperweights, bo ttles, 
bowls, dishes, plates, glasses, 
and v ases were some of the 
items made. Lutz’s technique 
was an adaptation of those 
methods used by the early 
Venetian 
glassmakers 
(still 
being used to this day ), and 
his workmanship was of the 
highest quality . 
N i c h o l a s 
Lutz 
didn’t 
produce as much Lutz Glass 
as has been attributed to him. 
for he undoubtedly inspired 
many other glassworkers to 
work in his sty le. If pieces 
cannot definitely be traced to 
those made at Sandwich at 
the time he was there, o r to 
him directly , it is wise to 
refer to them as “ Lutz Ty p e 
Glass." Whatev er the case, 
both 
are 
desirable 
an d 
collectable. They are wo rthy 
ex amples of g lassmakin g — 
perhaps America’s first in­ 
dustry .

I be no stalgic rebirth o f the 1**50$ seems to hav e bro ught 
a sharply increnGng number o f the ’fifties films to the 
telev isio n— altho ugh so me hav e ¡.aid that it was the films 
that Helped pro duce the no stalgia, no t v ice v ersa. That is 
rather debatable, sincr; the mo v ies o f the ’fifties were far 
fro m being the go lden achiev ements o f the era. O ne o f the 
be» t ex amp es o f this o ccupied the tube fo r two nights a 
co uple o f weeks ago — that giant o f a film, “ Giant.” The 
fello ws who filmed it used up film as tho ugh they were 
being paid by the fo o t, and as a result, it ran almo st fo ur 
hpurs Co nsiderinp that the film spanned 20 y ears, fro m the 
19 4 0s to the 19 5 0s, o ne suppo ses it co uld hav e been lo nger, 
tho ugh. Apparently , there was a hit o f a no stalgia cult fo r 
the Go o d Old Day s back in the ’5 0s, to o . 
T his film was intended to be a blo ckbuster, no t a busted 
blo ck. 
Ihe credits read like "W. ho 's 5X ho in Acting in 
19 5 5 .” There was Ro ck Hudso n, fo r o nce chasing, no t Do ris 
Day , but Elizabeth I ay lo r; bubblebath co medy was, ho w­ 
ev er, mo re his depth. And there was Elizabeth Tay lo r be- 
fo r shr became Liz, with a faint to uch o f "Natio nal V elv et” 
sweetness still lingering aro und her ey es. 
There were Caro le Baker and Sal Mitieo . so o n to beco me 
teen ido ls and then star in o bliv io n. It is do ubtful that the 
teenagers gav e them mo re than passing attentio n in 19 5 6 
tho ugh, because the picture starred o ne o f the biggest 
heartthro bs to ev er enchant teens— lames Dean. Oddlv , 
ev en with all the ’fifties enchantment, many o f to day ’s 
teens may ask ‘‘who ? ’ Chuck Berry is still perfo rming— a 
little grizzled aro und the edges, but still full o f the dev il 
Elv is has ey es that lo o k like ho les burnt in dreams, but he 
still liv es. Dick Clark is still in there, jiv ing fo r dear life. 
The no tatio n o n J ames Dean tells it all in skeletal starkness. 
"Dean, J ames (acto r): So rn Mario n, Ind. (19 31-19 5 5 ).” 
"Giant” was released in 19 5 6 . 
During that epic film, the audience watches Ro ck H ud­ 
so n get grey and pudgeV— rather like he is to day . Elizabeth 
Tav lo r, mo re famed fo r the aging jo b she did in "W ho ’s 
Afraid o f Virginia W o lfe” was allo wed to get grey , but no t 
pudgey . Instead, in twenty y ears, she’s go tten pudgey hut 
no t no ticably grev — it’s easier to dy e than to diet. J anies 
Dean aged 20 y ears during the picture, to o —-at 4 5 he 
lo o ked weak, rather fo ppish, and co mpletely juiced— a 
pathetic has-been who was still waiting to be. H e wo uld be 
in his fo rties no w. if he had liv ed. H e didn’t. He died at 24 . 
Out o f all the acto rs and actresses in the film, the cellulo id 
time machine sto pped fo r him, catching him fo rev er the 
self-indulgent v o ting ido l. 
In the 
19 5 0s, teens were just getting into J uv enile 
Delinquency . The o nly thing many o f them understo o d was 
being M isundersto o d. 1 he unifo rm o f no nco nfo rmity was 
the carefullv unco mbed hair, tlip skintight jeans, the leather 
jacket, the jeanbo o ts, the mo to rcy cle, and the switchblade 
knife. Into that scene walked J ames D ean— the Rebel W ith­ 
o ut a Cause, and teens with ten o ’clo ck curfews go t it o n 
watching him sulk and sneer and liv e their day dreams. 
A nd his nightmare 
James Dean was the star in his own niov ie. Nobody ’d 
ev er really u nderstood him ex cept his mother, and the 
only reason she did was she died when he was nine, before 
he u nderstood that he wasn’t u nderstood. His father re­ 
married, and Janies was farmed ou t to a su ccession of rel­ 
ativ es In high school he was spotted as hav ing talent— bu t 
as an athlete. He won medals for it. The first person to 
spot him as an actor was his elocu tion teacher. If she 
watched "Giant,” she mu st hav e felt rather misu nderstood 
herself— lames spent the whole fou r hou rs withou t say ing 
one clearly intelligable sentence If he were misu nderstood, 
it might be becau se he talked like his cu d was stu ck. 
H e lo v ed fast cars. W hen he was wo rking o n "Giant,” 
they had a clause in his co ntract that he co uldn’t race — 
with millio ns tied up in the film, they wanted him to a^e, 
but no t to die. September 30, 19 5 5 , the film was finished. 
Dean had a whizzing little white car with 130 painted o n 
its side— 13 x 10? H e was driv ing it to a race at Salinas, 
do ing o v er 7 5 niph. H e nev er saw a Fo rd driv en by a y o ung 
man named Do nald Turnupspced turn o nto the empty 
highway , ahead o f him in the dusk. 
The steering wheel 
pinned J anies D ean to the hack o f his seat like a mo unted 
butterfly in a co llectio n. 
H e died at 24 . N ineteen y ears ago . The wo rld mo v ed 
o n, whizzing past like the scenery in o ne o f tho se penny ar­ 
cade driv ing games. A nd J ames Dean still stands there, 
smiling bitterly , with his hands in his jeans pockets. One 
more memory for Memorial Day ,

Ev ery o ne lo v es to sit aro und a warm 
campfire. But campfires can be dangero us 
if no t pro perly built So befo re y o u build j 
y o ur nex t campfire, here are a few 
simple facts to rememben 


ARE CAMPFIRES ALLOWED? 
There are so me places in the 
United States where campfires 
canno t be built. And there are 
o ther spo ts where campfires are 
allo wed o nly certain mo nths o f the 
y ear. So be sure to ask abo ut lo cal 
campfire laws when planning y o ur trip. 


SELECTING A SITE. Try to select an area 
with lo ts o f shade. And make sure its away 
fro m all bushes, needles, leav es and o v er­ 
hanging branches. So that sparks fro m 
* 
y o ur campfire hav e less chance o f starting 
a fo rest fire. 


PREPARING YOUR CAMPFIRE. The 
fo rest flo o r is co v ered with v ery flammable 
materials—things like bark, dry 
leav es and ro o ts. So alway s clear 
a 10-fo o t area aro und y o ur camp­ 
fire. Then dig a ho le the size o f 
y o ur campfire in the middle o f 
the cleared area. And be sure 
y o u dig do wn until y o u reach 
thick, natural so il.This will prev ent the fire 
fro m spreading alo ng the dry to pso il and 


getting o ut o f co ntro l. 


STARTING A CAMPFIRE. Alway s hav e 
y o ur safety to o ls ready befo re y o u light y o ur 
campfire. Simple firefighting equip­ 
ment includes a sho v el, an ax , a big 
bucket o f water, o r a car-size fire 
ex tinquisher. After y o u’v e sur­ 
ro unded y o ur campfire with ro cks 
to ho ld in the flames, y o u’re ready 
to add the fuel. Alway s use dry 
wo o d and cut it into sho rt sticks. 
But nev er cut into a liv ing tree. 


PUTTING THE CAMPFIRE 
OUT. Alway s make sure y o ur 
fire is dead o ut befo re y o u leav e. 
Dro wn the campfire with lo ts o f water, mix 
the ashes with plenty o f dirt and then 
dro wn and stir again. And alway s 
check to make sure the ro cks 
aro und y o ur campfire are co o l 
and no t hiding ho t embers, 
j 
And finally , if so me o f the wo o d 
in y o ur fire isn’t co mpletely burned, 
^ be sure to scrape it do wn, wet it do wn 
and bury it in plenty o f dirt. 
Please. Fo llo w these simple rules the 
nex t time y o u build a campée. Yo u’ll be 
sure to hav e a safe trip. And a fo rest to '

Irving 
wrote the story “ Rip Van W inkle" in 
the early 1800s as pa rt of his famed 
I “The Sketch Book." 


Jefferson himself w as 
a 
well- 
known 19th century American actor 
who created the role of Rip Van 
Winkle in the very play now slated 
for Sunnyside. Jefferson portrayed 
Kip in America and Europe over 40 
yea rs. 
The 
forthcoming 
six-week 
en­ 
gagement of “ Rip” will run from July 
16 through Aug. 25. In addition to 8 
o ’clock perform ances every night 
except Monday, matinees will be 
held Saturday and Sunday at 2 p.m. 
The 
Joseph 
Jefferson 
Theatre 
Company is housed in New York 
City’s Church of the Transfiguration, 
popularly 
known 
a s 
the 
Little 
Church Around the Corner. 
Jefferson is said to have been 
responsible for the church’s acquir­ 
ing it's popular name. When a fellow 
a ctor 
died 
in 
1870, 
Jefferson 
attempted to have the funeral held 
a t one church only to be told a ctors 
w ere unwelcome there. 
Jefferson w as advised to try a 
little church around the 
corner

Company was formed two years ago 
the church permitted the use of its 
95-seat transept for a theater.
